WHO “FATHERED” THE OREGON EDUCATION 
BILL? 

In spite of the widespread newspaper publicity in 
eonnection with the recent campaigns in Oregon and 
California, several correspondents have questioned 
our statement that the movement against the Paro- 
ehial Schools was sponsored by the Scottish Rite 
Masons. Practically every newspaper account of the 
circulation of the Oregon petition mentioned the con- 
nection of the Scottish Rite with the movement. See, 
for example, the Oregon Daily Journal, Portland, Ore. 
June 16, 1922. It was stated by the local Scottish Rite 
Masons who circulated the petition and collected sig- 
hatures, that their action was in accordance with 
resolutions passed: by their national body. We quote 
herewith these resolutions in order that-our readers 
may have before them the official statement of the 
Scottish Rite on the subject. The action of the Craft 
in the Oregon campaign was in line with this policy 
which is national in scepe, and which is being put into 
action by the Scottish Rite wherever the state laws 
regarding Initiative make such action possible, 

“Resolved, That we recognize and proclaim our 
belief in the free and compulsory education of the 
children of our nation in public primary schools sup- 
ported by public taxation, upon which all children at- 
tend and be instructed in the English language only 
without regard to race or creed as the only sure foun- 
dation for the perpetuation and preservation of our 
free institutions, guaranteed by the Constitution of 
the United States, and we pledge the efforts of the 
membership of the order to promote by. all lawful 

_ means the organization, extension and development 
to the highest degree of such schools, and to oppose 
the efforts of any and all who seek to limit, curtail, 
_hinder or destroy the public school system of our land. 
“The above resolution was adopted by the Su- 
reme Council, A. and A, S. Rite, for the Southern 
urisdiction of the United States, May, 1920.
